Bucher, payable to his wife on the 
death of the insured. 
Six years later, according to the 
petition, the insured and his wife 
assigned their right and interest In 
the policy to the trust company as 
collateral for a debt of $2,200, owed 
the bank by them. Tile trust com­ 
pany subsequently made paym ents 
of the premiums on the policy. 
Seeks Part of Policy 
Mr Bucher died June 14. 1935. At 
that time Mr. Bucher owed tho 
j bank the principal sum of $2,200.
